Korlin  clarifies  parking  changes 


Chief  Vern  Korlin,  head  of 
Campus  Police,  offers  this  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  parking 
problems  that  have  arisen  since 
the  onset  of  the  1971  fall 
semester. 

Complaints  have  been  heard 
concerning  the  lack  of  parking 
places  due  to  heavy  traffic  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays  in  the  North  parking  lot. 
Students  and  faculty  are 
reminded  of  ample  parking 
spaces  in  the  South  parking  lot, 


located  between  171st  and  173rd 
streets. 

Besides  parking  spaces  for 
both  “A”  and  “B”  permit  holders 
in  the  South  lot,  there  are  also 
metered  areas.  The  “D”  lot  is 
located  closer  to  173rd  with  both 
the  exit  and  entrance  on  173rd. 

Three  parking  spaces  in  the 
North  parking  lot  mean  the  “C” 
building  has  been  scheduled  for 
use  by  disabled  students. 

Chief  Korlin  asks  that  drivers 
notice  both  that  all  traffic  pat¬ 


terns  have  been  changed  to  one 
way  and  that  the  new  15  m.p.h. 
speed  limit  is  being  enforced  in 
both  lots. 

University  Police  will  be 
stationed  at  the  169th  St.  entrance 
to  facilitate  traffic  movement 
during  peak  hours  until  the 
automatic  traffic  signals  for  both 
169th  and  171st  street  entrances 
can  be  installed.  Installation  is 
scheduled  for  Oct.  1. 

To  aid  the  flow  of  pedestrians 


between  the  Center  Building  and 
the  Student-Faculty  Library,  stop 
signs  will  be  posted  in  the  mid¬ 
block  of  171st  St.  for  a  crosswalk. 

New  symbol  signs  will  be 
displayed  in  both  parking  lots  by 
Oct.  15  to  replace  the  current 
ones.  They  will  be: 

“A”  -  yellow  background,  black 
“A”  in  center. 

“B”  -  blue  background,  white 
“B”  in  center. 

“D”  -  red  background,  black 
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General  Assembly  replaces  Student  Congress

For  the  first  time  in  Purdue 
Calumet’s  history,  the  students 
themselves  will  have  an  active 
part  in  their  student  government. 

The  previous  Purdue  Calumet 
student  governments  failed  for 
various  reasons.  These  ad¬ 
ministrations  were  merely  copies 
of  existing  national  governments, 
and  as  such,  possessed 
frameworks  that  were  too  bulky 
for  the  university  structure. 

Yet.  the  critical  fault  of  these 
student  administrations  lay  in 
their  failure  to  transcend  the 
traditions  of  high  school, 
resulting  in  the  alienation  of 
many  students.  This  type  of 
university  student  government 
disintegrated  into  various  high- 
schoolish  “cliques,"  drawing 
only  those  students  interested  in 
the  prestige  of  the  representative 
positions. 

Mike  Yugo,  interim  president 
of  Student  Congress,  feels  that 
such  practices  must  be  abolished 
if  there  is  to  be  a  truly  efficient 
student  government  at  Purdue 
Calumet  He  firmly  believes  that 
“the  loyalty  and  sincere  efforts  of 
trustworthy  students  must  be 
instituted  in  the  place  of  the 
current  trappings  of  prestige 
associated  with  Purdue  Calumet 
government." 

With  such  thoughts  in  mind. 
Yugo  has  launched  a  completely 
new  and  somewhat  revolutionary 
form  of  student  government 
called  the  Purdue  General 
Assembly  of  Students  which  is 
designed  to  give  all  students  a 
fair  and  efficient  government. 

The  various  schools  within 
Purdue  will  hold  student 
assemblies.  The  total  number  of 
students  enrolled  in  the  various 
schools  will  decide  the  number  of 


“D”  in  center. 

“Visitor”  -  green  background, 
white  V  in  center. 

Located  at  each  entrance  will 
be  a  master  board  containing 
information  concerning  permits 
and  emergency  log  books. 

Tickets  will  continue  to  be 
issued  to  cars  with  no  permit  for 
the  designated  area  and  those 
displaying  old  permits.  Only  new 
permits  in  the  specified  area  are 
valid. 

Emergency  log  books  are  a 
service  for  those  who  are  forced 
to  drive  another  car  other  than 
the  one  they  have  registered.  To 
prevent  receiving  a  ticket  for  a 
non-stickered  car,  students  and 
faculty  are  required  to  register 
name,  date,  car  description, 
license  no.  of  car  being  used,  and 
parking  permit  number. 

If  a  ticket  has  been  issued  and 
the  car  has  been  logged,  the 
driver  needs  only  to  return  it  to 
the  Office  of  Safety  and  Security 
within  48  hours  and  it  will  be 
voided.  Emergency  log  books  are 
available  at: 

The  office  of  Safety  and 
Security;  Southwest  main  en¬ 
trance  of  the  Anderson  Bldg.; 
Main  hallway  entrance  of  “R” 
bldg.;  Hallway  at  C158. 

Traffic  surveys  in  the  form  of 
hourly  checks  will  be  made  by 
Campus  Police  in  October  and 
February  for  a  five  day  period  to 
determine  the  number  of  ad¬ 
ditional  spaces  needed  next  year.

matters  relevant  to  all  of  the 
schools,  as  well  as  to  the 
University  as  a  whole. 

Each  representative  is  ap¬ 
pointed,  not  elected.  Here  is 
where  the  vital  difference  lies.  If 
at  any  time  the  representative  is 
not  fulfilling  his  duty,  he  is 
simply  dismissed,  and  another 
chosen.  However,  if  he  -were 
elected,  the  only  way  to  get  rid  of 
him  would  be  by  impeachment,  a 
tedious  and  time-consuming 
process. 

What  voice  will  the  individual 
student  have  in  the  assembly? 
The  representative  represents 
the  student.  Because  he  is  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  all  the  prestigious 
trappings  have  been  eliminated, 
he  will  speak  for  those  who  ap¬ 
pointed  him.  This  year  the 
students  will  have  a  voice  in 
deciding  how  this  assembly 
spends  the  funds  delegated  to  it; 
these  funds  are  the  Activities  and 
Athletic  fees  collected  by  Purdue. 

The  meeting  of  the  assemblies 
will  be  up  to  the  students.  Since 
the  students  will  decide  how  often 


and  how  long  the  assembly  will 
meet,  there  will  be  no  set  meeting 
schedule  put  down  in  the  Con¬ 
stitution. 

The  General  Assembly  will 
operate  with  the  approval  of  the 
Purdue  University  board  of 
directors,  plus  the  approval  of  the 
various  department  heads. 

“Thus,  the  Purdue  General 
Assembly  of  Students  is  a 
government  which  cannot  fail.  It 
is  a  government  which  cannot 
fail.

You 
must  become  involved.  Without 
the  Student  Assembly  there  will 
be  no  channels  through  which  you 
can  make  your  mind  knowm,”  as¬ 
serted  Yugo.

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LETTERS:  photographer  criticizes  new  darkroom 


It  has  come  to  the  attention  of 
the  photographers  on  the 
newspaper  and  yearbook  staffs 
that  the  darkroom  in  the  new 
building  is  anything  but  func¬ 
tional.  It  is  apparent  that  the 
person  or  persons  who  designed 
the  darkroom  must  have  spent 
most  of  his  life  in  a  closet  and 
liked  it.  This  single  room  is  to 
house  some  five  thousand  dollars 
of  equipment  and  yet  is  ac¬ 
cessible  from  a  general  hall. 


Anyone  familiar  with  darkroom 
design  would  realize  that  a  door 
of  this  type  is  risky  for  two 
reasons.  First,  having  no  light 
trap,  a  light  leak  would  be 
inevitable  thus  constituting  a 
dangerous  factor  in  working  with 
the  delicate  chemicals  used  in 
color  processing.  Second,  only 
one  door  stands  between  five 
thousand  dollars  and  any 
potential  thief.

Faculty  votes; 
Students  get  shaft 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  “Boilermaker”  it  was  reported  that  Purdue’s 
Lafayette  campus  will  begin  their  1972-73  academic  year  on  August  28 
and  end  May  5  creating  an  early  semester  system  comparable  to 
several  other  colleges  and  universities  in  Indiana. 

With  this  system  the  first  semester’s  final  exams  would  be  taken 
before  Christmas  vacation  eliminating  that  “heavy,  heavy  hangs  over 
my  head”  feeling  for  most  of  us  who  spend  those  two  weeks  not 
studying  for  finals  but  just  worrying  about  them. 

The  new  scheduling  would  also  allow  scholars  to  enjoy  their  long- 
awaited  vacations  from  May  to  August  rather  than  June  to  September. 

However,  Purdue  Calumet  students  will  not  enjoy  a  carefree  period 
of  “Peace  on  Earth,  Good  Will  Toward  Men”  next  year.  Displaying 
their  love  for  tradition,  the  Faculty  decided  to  adhere  to  the  old 
calender  by  a  vote  of  30  to  12. 

One  particular  reason  for  this  decision  was  that  area  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  will  continue  to  maintain  their  September  through 
June  schedules  depriving  PUCC  faculty  and  students  of  one  month  of 
vacations  with  offspring  and  siblings. 

While  faculty  members  are  flipping  through  travel  folders  trying  to 
decide  where  to  go  to  re-establish  family  unity,  Purdue  Calumet 
students  are  sweating  out  finals  and,  in  the  meantime,  being  painfully 
eliminated  from  summer  jobs  by  area  scholars  returning  from 

:Although4t-is  true  that  official  summer  employment  will  continue  to 
run  from  June  to  Labor  Day,  jobs  are  still  dished  out  on  a  first  come, 
first  served  basis.  Getting  in  line  is  no  problem,  being  at  the  end  of  it 

The  calendar  discrepancy  also  creates  a  problem  for  those  students 
who  want  to  transfer  from  Purdue  Calumet  to  the  Lafayette  Campus. 
But  since  the  number  of  mid-year  transfer  students  rarely  exceeds  25, 
the  bureaucratic  system  of  numbers  probably  considers  them  too  few 
to  reckon  with. 

Last  year  during  advanced  registration  for  the  1971  spring  semester  a 
survey  was  taken  of  all  returning  students  concerning  the  calendar 
changes.  For  some  reason  the  students  were  never  notified  about  the 
results. 

With  a  break-off  from  the  Lafayette  campus  in  the  wind  the  refusal  to 
approve  the  new  calendar  cannot  help  but  smack  of  a  meager  stand 
for  independence.  As  published  in  a  newsletter  from  the  University 
news  service  the  vote  on  the  new  calendar  was  small,  and  with  an  in¬ 
significant  margin  between  years  and  days  we  feel  that  recon¬ 
sideration  of  the  entire  question  is  in  order.

A  unique  freshman  orientation  took  place  at 
PUCC  on  Sept.  14  between  9:30  and  5:00.  Unlike  the 
customary  orientation  filled  with  speeches  by  ad¬ 
ministrators  and  professors,  this  year’s  freshmen 
took  part  in  six  pre-structured  experiences  geared 
to  self-actualization. 

L.  L.  Perkins,  Student  Affairs  officer  who  planned 
and  led  the  program,  said  the  format  was  changed 
“not  for  the  sake  of  change  rather  to  bring  about 
meaningful  interaction  between  students.  Times 
change  and  students  change.” 

The  first  experience  occurred  when  the  freshmen 
and  a  group  of  thirty  assisting  upperclassmen  were 
divided  into  groups  of  eight  by  body  and  eye  contact 
only.  No  talking  was  allowed. 

Armed  with  instruction  sheets,  crayons, 
pencils  and  a  piece  of  paper,  the  groups  headed  out 
to  find  a  private  place  to  make  a  picture.  When 
completed,  the  picture  was  to  express  the  per¬ 
sonality  of  team  members. 

Later  three  teams  met  to  decide  the  best  picture, 
judging  on:  “creativity,  integration  of  individual 
effort,  and  reflection  of  the  personalities  of  the 
members  and  of  the  team  and  their  thoughts  on 
leadership.” 

Nitty-Gritty,  the  next  experience  was  designed  to 
help  members  understand  each  others’  problems 
and  work  out  the  resolutions. 

In  a  third  exercise  the  freshmen  were  turned  into 
actors.  In  a  one  hour  period  they  were  to  write  a  ten 
minute  play  describing  different  characteristics  of 
leadership  styles. 

This  program  was  conceived  to  make  the  fresh¬ 
men  familiar  with  concepts  of  human  relations  and 
to  develop  leadership  participation  skills. 

Hopefully,  during  the  experiences  the  students 
would  have  a  chance  to  start  a  meaningful  friend¬ 
ship  with  a  fellow  student. 

Even  those  who  felt  the  orientation  was 
meaningless  should  at  least  have  had  some  un¬ 
derlying  thoughts.  The  first  should  have 
been  that  leaders  are  made  not  born.  Also, 
people  support  what  they  help  create. 

Ideally  the  meeting  would  have  been  a  thirty-si? 
hour  marathon  but  the  size  of  the  group  made  it 
impossible.  Next  year  an  improved  but  similar 
format  will  be  used.
